Trustees’ Report. 


The Fifty-sixth Annual Report of the Trustees of the Peabody 
Institute, for the year ending January 31st, 1908, is respectfully 
submitted. 

The reports of the Lyceum and Library Committee, and the 
various sub-committees, with that of the Treasurer, are here 
given in detail. 

The Treasurer’s Report, stating that all income, rents, inter- 
est, etc., have been paid, is very gratifying, and reflects on the 
soundness of the securities held by the Institute. 

An additional amount of insurance has been placed on the In- 
stitute the past year, the trustees deeming it best to keep the 
property fully insured, so that in case of loss the corporation 
would not be made a co-insurer. 

Very small sums have been spent on the property the past 
year, the only expenses of any amount having been that of enter- 
ing the sewer. The Institute building and various houses are 
now connected and other desirable changes made in the plumb- 
ing as found necessary in carrying out the very excellent regula- 
tions now in force in our town. 

The Trustees regret exceedingly the small number of visitors 
reported from the Eben Dale Sutton Reference Library. This 
library, rich invaluable books, has during the year past only been 
visited, for the purpose of consultation, by an average of slightly 
over one person a day. From a former report we find that 28 
of these consultations referred to the Illustrated London News, 
14 to Punch, 11 to dictionaries and 11 to Country Life. These 
publications could without anv inconvenience be easily kept in 
the present reading room. Should these conditions continue in 
the future as they have in the past, your President would suggest 
that the services of the librarian be dispensed with, and the room

I*e placed under the direct care ofthe library proper. This would 
etlect quite a saving and carryout the purpose of the library's 
existence. 

The new Board of Trustees are requested to fully consider the 
various reports of committees and their attention is called to their 
recommendations. 

The question of a new heating plant should be fully discussed 
and installed by a committee working on a specially prepared 
set ot drawings, made by a competent expert on heating and veil, 
ti atmg. The many old problems of steam heating have been 

overcome, and the new plant should be guaranteed to give entire 
satisfaction. 

1 he Eben Dale Sutton Reference Library ceiling should also 
be redecorated and the room retinished throughout 

In October last the Mohawk Chapter, Daughters of the Amen- 
can Revolution, of Albany, N. Y., placed in the custody ofthe 
Trustees, a collection ot sixteen old prints illustrative of the 
ife and service to his country of George Peabody.” They arc 
contemporary pictures, mostly from the Illustrated London 
New s, neatly mounted upon boards; most of them relate to the 
uneral of Mr. Peabody, beginning with his temporary interment 
m Westminster Abbey, the las, showing his thud resting plTe 
m larmony Grove. Views of his birthplace, of the Institute 
budding as it originally appeared, and of the Peabody statue in 
London, also lorn, a part of the collection. 

It is proposed to have prepared a suitable portfolio for the 
preservation of this most interesting souvenir of our founder.

Treasurer’s Report. 


TO THE TRUSTEES OF PEABODY INSTITUTE, PEABODY, MASS. : 

Gentlemen : — 

I herewith submit the report of the Treasurer 
for the year ending January 31, 190S. 

During the year $2,000 New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph 6 per cent, bonds have been paid. 

In order to take advaniage of the low price of high grade 
bonds, we have drawn about $3,500 from different Savings 
Banks, and have sold $1,000 Eastern Railway of Minnesota 5 
per cent, bond due April 1, 1908. The money has been in- 
vested in $5,000 Union Steel Co. 1st. Mortgage 5 per cent, 
bonds. We have also purchased $2,000 Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago & St. Louis R. R. 5 per cent, notes, and $2,000 Michi- 
gan Central R. R. 5 per cent notes. 

The final dividend on the South Danvers National Bank de- 
posit has been received, and the balance, amounting to $302.02 
charged off. 

All interest and dividends have been paid when due.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THK PEABODY LIBRARY 
COMMITTEE, FOR THE YEAR END- 
ING, JANUARY 31, 1908. 

It is doubtless true that a certain amount of repetition 
must of necessity enter into every annual report. Espec- 
ially is this true when but slight changes take place from 
year to year, either in the subject to be considered or the 
conditions which surround it. 

Let us treat the Library report as an exception, for to 
those who keep in touch with its work and become im- 
bued with its spirit, the duty of presenting a yearly report 
can never become a perfunctory one. 

While there are many little happenings of daily interest 
taking place there have been no events of special impor- 
tance to set forth, nor were there at any time any radical 
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measures called into practice, either for the purpose of in- 
flating the circulation or to make it easier for the indolent 
to obtain their reading without some effort of their own. 
The Library has preserved its dignity and there is reason 
for the belief that it will continue to be, for all time, the 
depository as well as the dispenser of books. 

It is enough to say that the management and executive 
work of every department has been carried out in the ad- 
mirable and effective manner to which we have become ac- 
customed. 

The Librarian is omnipresent, ready at all times to 
answer questions and give advice. He has trained his as- 
sistants in his own way and seems to have infused them 
with his spirit. 

The veteran janitor has become a part of the institution. 
His long service has made him known to all the patrons, 
many of whom, at some time, have been the recipients of 
his courtesy and attention. 

The accessions for the year were made with due consid- 
eration. At no time in the history of the Library has there 
been so free and full discussion on the merits or demerits 
of a book. It was the earnest endeavor of the committee 
to give to every branch of literature the attention that was 
due to it. If they failed in their efforts to furnish each de- 
partment what they desired, it was in many cases from in- 
sufficiency of income rather than a lack of proper apprecia- 
tion of what was needed. Their sole aim was to choose 
what seemed fittest and make the most of the means at their 
disposal. There were many desirable books whose cost 
made them prohibitive and they were passed over with re- 
gret. 

It happens frequently that demands are made on the 
Library for special publications, advanced text books, tech- 
nical works, foreign translations, treating on sociology, so- 
cial economics, theology and speculative philosophy. 
Many of these, in the judgment of the committee, cannot

be furnished by the Library, principally for two reasons . 
The first— that these books as a rule are expensive and the 
other— no one would read them and they would be likely 

to climber the shelves. # 

The Peabody Library was founded to be the library 
the people and will doubtless continue so for all time. It 
contains as goodly a proportion of what is known as solid 
books as any popular library. It has on its shelves many 
books which are of consequence, a goodly number that are 
of great value and some that are precious. It often hap- 
pens though, that the person pursuing something after his 
own idea will pass by everything else, no matter how deep, 
or wise ot scholarly. 

A brief, retrospective glance at a few of the books of note 
purchased by this year’s committee may prove of interest, 
and at the outset it seems fitting to call attentiou to the 
number of publications that come in doubles, often treat- 
ing on the same subjects and sometimes from authors in 
different parts of the earth. 

«« Our Struggle for the Fourteenth Colony : Canada and 
the American Revolution,” by Smith, arrived in company 
with Trevelyan's 3rd volume on the same momentous con- 
flict, dealing specially with Saratoga, Brandywine and 
Valley Forge, displaying much of the brilliancy of his 
uncle. Lord Macaulay and with more candor as a historian. 

One of the fairest and most interesting books published 
on the Civil war is " Alexander’s Memoirs of a Confed- 
erate,” admirable in spirit and treatment, while for a pow- 
erful and graphic picture of the tremendous changes taking 
place in the east, McCormick’s “ Tragedy of Russia in 


Pacific Asia,” is the most comprehensive. 

A well written autobiography, chatty and keen, is always 
interesting. Sarah Bernhardt has offered to the world, 
“ Memoirs of my Life,” in which that strange genius re- 
veals many things about herself hitherto unknown. 

The second volume of Bentley's diary, giving the every- 
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day observations of that marvellously industrious and 
scholarly gossip came duly to hand. 

Close together were received “ Carl Schurz’s Reminis- 
cences” and Gen. O. O. Howard’s “Autobiography.” 
Both men are among the last survivors of the prominent 
actors in the great Civil war, which furnishes the principal 
theme of their writings. They participated in the same 
campaigns and managed to cordially dislike each other. 

The travellers furnished us with some interesting read- 
ing. Crawford’s “ Little Pilgrimages Among Old New 
England Inns,” Dillon’s 4 ‘ Lone Labrador Trail,” Hunt- 
ington’s “Pulse of Asia” and “ Penfield’s “East of 
Suez,” being among the most attractive. 

Science and the Arts received due attention. The inter- 
est in the planet Mars and the question of its being inhab- 
ited drew forth two books, bright, unique, though unlike 
in every respect. Prof. Powell’s” Mars and its Canals ” 
and Prof. E. S. Morse’s 4 ‘ Mars and its Mystery,” are 
worthy of perusal if only for the sake of seeing how much 
can be said on a subject which must remain a matter of 
speculation and conjecture. One of the last purchases was 
the “ Cyclopaedia of Architecture, Carpentry and Build- 
ing ” in ten volumes. 

Fiction for the year presented the ordinary crop of good, 
bad and indifferent, but there was little need of censorship 
on the score of morality: Mason’s “ Broken Road ” is an 
intense and picturesque story of life in India and England, 
fully sustaining the reputation of the author of “ The Four 
Feathers.” At the close of the summer four books came in 
a group, all of which had claims to distinction. First to be 
considered is the “Weavers,” by Sir Gilbert Parker. It 
would be difficult to imagine a more superb picture or 
series ol pictures than this book presents of scenes in 
Egypt and England. Whether one is taken into the pal- 
ace or out in the desert wilds amid scenes of carnage, 
reachery and intrigue, he feels enveloped in the atmos 
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plierc of Egypt and under the spell of a master hand. All 
through the book there is a curious strain of mystic psy- 
chology. The characters are having visions and arc hear- 
ing voices from friends beyond the seas. 

The ‘ 4 Shuttle ” is a story with a purpose and without a 
problem. It is well sustained, wholesome and bright. In 
spite of its over-intensity, it will add to the reputation of 
Mrs. Burnett. 

Much was expected of Mrs. Wharton’s " Fruit of the 
Tree,” and it is a telling, well written story, analytical and 
epigramatic ; but despite the author’s undeniable power 
her temperamental failing for unpleasant subjects will pre- 
vent her books from being widely read. 

Tiu* rctdei who took up Morton Crcwford'i " An-timsa” 
had the feeling through the earlier chapters that the 
author had come to his old time form and vigor. His 
charm of diction and his power of weaving in bits of history 
are all there, but the story is hardly sustained, although 
the description of life in Constantinople in the 14th century 
is very graphic. 

The influence of the novel is increasing, yet the world is 
slow to make acknowledgement. People sometimes forget 
that it was a novel — a woman, s book — that rent a great na- 
tion in twain and caused a sactifice of blood and treasure 
unparalleled, and that Charles Dickens, Victor Hugo and 
others, by their writings, righted grievious wrongs and re- 
formed abuses. 

They do not seem to realize how much the characters 
created by the great masters of fiction have entered into 
our every day existence and have become our intimate 
friends and acquaintances. Who has not met Becky Sharp 
or greeted Mr. Pickwick or returned the grave salutation 
of the Knight of the Sorrowful Countenance ; can any one 
read the death of Col. Newcome without tears and do we 
not all breathe a silent “ God Keep You ” to Sidney Car- 
ton on the brink of eternity? Would we not feel honored 
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to sit by the well in the desert and share with Saladin his 
frugal meal, and do we not long to reach out a lifting hand 
to Jean Valjean, as the world drags him down ? 

The statesman and the scholar have given grateful ac" 
knowledgement of their indebtedness to their favorite 
authors. They have been soothed and stimulated by their 
perusal. They have been taught the lessons of cheerful- 
ness and humanity. 

Gladstone sought relief from the cares of state by taking 
a novel. He was a keen judge of fiction and read every- 
thing of consequence. Janies Russell when over 60 years 
of age, re-read the Waverly novels with delight, and the 
fastidious Tennyson, a short time before his death, while 
the spell of the “ wizard” was on him, broke forth in these 
words: 

0 Great and gallant Scott; 

True gentleman, heart, blood and bone, 

1 wish that I had seen and heard thee, 

and known.

REPORT OF THE EBEN DALE SUTTON REF- 
ERENCE LIBRARY, 

To the General Committee gf the Peabody In. 
stitute : 

The following report of the Sub-committee of the Eben 
Dale Sutton Reference Library, for the year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1908, is respectfully submitted : 

The Eben Dale Sutton Reference Library was opened to 
the public 011 the 14th of June, 1869, with a collection of a 
few hundred volumes purchased by Mrs. Eliza Sutton and 
selected under the direction of Dr. Abbott, librarian of 
Harvard University. These books formed the nucleus of 
the present library, and their character indicated the lines 
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Oil which it was to he developed. They were standard, 
classical books oi permanent v.iitif, especially tteefttl to 
students of literature, history, science and arts. In a word 
they were books of reference. 

The library has grown year by year, until now, thirty- 
nine years after its establishment, it contains somewhat 
more than 4,000 volumes. 

It was founded by its donor as a branch of the Peabody 
Institute, and the larger library of the Institute has natur- 
ally somewhat obscured its importance. It is not a lending 
library. Its books cannot be taken from the building. 
Nevertheless it is a unique body of literature. It offers 
exceptional advantages to real students, and as time passes 
its collections will undoubtedly increase in value, as many 
of them m now out ot print ami dlfflcill or impossible to 
be obtained. 

It is a valuable adjunct to the Institute library, filling a 
place which that cannot attempt to fill. While its elose 
relations with the Institute make it accessible to all citi- 
zens ot Peabody, by the terras of the original bequest, it is 
also open , as that is not, to non-resident students and in- 
quirers. 

The duty of the Committee of this lihtaiy is a somewhat 
difficult <>ne, their range in the choice ot hooks is 90 lim- 
ited. They must select those of intrinsic value, not likely 
to be superseded, and such as are not suitable for a circu- 
lating library. Of the vast multitude of publications issu- 
ing from the press, very few can find a place here. Many 
valuable works of a miscellaneous character must be passed 
by in order to keep the library fairly true to its original 
purpose. 

Our catalogue shows, first : Cyclopedias, dictionaries 
and summaries of knowledge in great variety ; second: 
special branches of history, including a large collection of 
town histories which it is sought to make complete, espec- 
ially of Massachusetts ; Indian history and records; works

on genealogy, and a large and costly series of books on 
the early history of the Western States, like the 70 volumes 
fo the Jesuit Relations and the 32 volumes of Early West- 
ern Travels ; and third : books covering the whole domain 
of Art, both the Fine Arts and the Domestic Arts as well 
as Architecture. 

This collection already offers facilities to art students 
unequalled in any town library so far as we know, and 
probably not excelled outside the large cities. The series 
of famous English painters is very nearly complete from 
the earliest times down to the beginning of the twentieth 
century. Italian, Spanish, French, Dutch and Flemish 
Art are well represented, and the beautiful volumes of the 
Paris Salon for the last 26 years represent the work of 
many modern artists of distinction, some of whom are still 
living. 

From time to time there are also added important mono- 
graphs on subjects of permanent interest like Petri£ s 
Researches in Sinai and Breasted’s Egyptian Monuments. 
A few periodicals of high grade like London Punch, Notes 
and Queries, etc., have been continued for many years. 

Among the Art accessions of the last year may be men- 
tioned Tissot’s Life of Jesus Christ illustrated in colors, 
the Paris Salon of 1907, the Life and Works of Rembrandt, 
by Michel, The Old Spanish Masters, by Timothy Cole, 
the Cathedrals of Northern Italy, The Cathedral Cities of 
France, The Keramic Gallery, by Chaffers, Ihe Life and 
Works of Augustus St. Gaudens, by Cortissoz, and the 
History of Modern Painting by Richard Mutters. 

Other books of interest are “ Abraham Lincoln’’, by Carl 
Schurz and T. H. Bartlett, a fine example of the best 
American printing and binding, containing remarkable 
and little known pictures of President Lincoln. 

The Records of the Virginia Company of London, pub- 
lished under the auspices of the United States Govern- 
ment, are an important contribution to Colonial history. 
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As stated in the Report of last year, it will soon he nec- 
essary to provide additional shelf room. The present 
shelves and cases are practically full, and some sets of 
books, which ought to be conspicuously displayed, are 
crowded into the passage ways and are out of sight. 

There are some books of which there are duplicates in 
the Institute library, principal^ < loyei nment Reports. 
These might be removed and some additional room thus 
gained.

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REPORT OF THE LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

To thb Lyceum and Library Committee : 

The Lyceum committee for 1907-08 respectfully submit 
their report of the fifty-fourth course of lectures provided 
by the Peabody Institute. 

An appropriation of $200 was assigned for the use of the 
committee and four lectures were arranged for within this 
amount, including incidental expenses. 

The illustrations accompanying the first lecture on the 
list were in part moving pictures, and as the lecture was 
on a popular subject, and the motion pictures were a fea- 
ture of the evening’s entertainment, and were forbidden by 
the insurance policies covering the Institute property, 
the committee petitioned the Selectmen for the use of the 
large Town hall for the lecture. The board very kindly 
granted the free use of that hall, and the lecture was 
given there on the evening announced, but unfortunately 
it was a very stormy night and the audienee was small in 
numbers. 

The other lectures in the course were given in the Insti- 
tute hall and were fairly well attended, although the at- 
tendance was not as large as could be desired. It might 
enhance the public interest in the free lecture course if the 
lectures were given in regular order either weekly or fort- 
nightly when once started, which would aid people better to 
keep in mind the dates. Or if the entire course were given 
by one lecturer on some special topic of public interest of an 
educational and instructive nature, it might come nearer to 
fulfilling the object of the founder of this lyceum course, 
than the ordinary illustrated lectures on travel which come 
into competition with the many low priced publications 
and cheap picture houses of the present day.

The American Inventor, Farming, and the Theosoplii- 
cal Review, have been dropped from the list of periodicals 
taken, either because the publication ceased or other good 
reason, and The Village and the Electrician and Mechan- 
ic have been added.

Librarian’s Report. 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31st, 1908, is respectfully submitted. 

The circulation for the past year, 38,563 volumes, is an in- 
crease of 4,000 over that of the previous year, and, with 
the exception of the year 1901-02 is the largest in the his- 
tory of the library. 

The larger portion of the gain has been in the last four 
months since the coming of the depression in business, 
another confirmation of the well known fact that dull times 
in business tend to increased use of public libraries. 

Our experience with books in the Chivers’ binding, re- 
ferred to at length in last year’s report, has proved so satis- 
factory that this year, so far as possible our new fiction and 
juvenile books have been purchased in this binding, to- 
gether with our replacements in the same classes. 

Our membership in the Library Art Club has been con- 
tinued and the following exhibitions have been given :

Work upon the card catalogue in replacing the old writ- 
ten and undersize card with type-written and printed 
standard size cards is still going steadily forward, the 
printed cards of the Library of Congress being received in 
weekly instalments, as fast as the books in this library and 
also in the Library of Congress are re-cataloged by the 
latter. 

In 1899 when this work was commenced on our card 
catalogue the library contained about 3(1,000 volumes. Of 
these, over 15,000 have now been re-cataloged by the use 
of more than 35,000 printed or type-written cards. 

It will, of course, be understood that the 7,000 volumes 
which have been added to the library since 1899 are all 
cataloged on punted or type-written standard si/r ( ards. 

The use of the card catalogue has also been facilitated 
by the insertion of printed celluloid guide cards in the 
author and fiction sections, and it is proposed to equip the 
non- fiction ot the catalogue with them as soon as possible. 
The headings on these guide cards are printed to order, 
and are then covered with a sheet ot celluloid, rendering 
them impervious to dirt, white the punting is much more 
legible than any hand writing can be. 

Under what is known as the Inter-Library Loan System 
the libraries of the state now stand ready to loan each 
other books, under r ssonabte restrictions, thus rendering 
av ailable to the smaller libraries the great collections of 
the larger ones. The past year we have made considerable 
use of this privilege, and have borrowed from the Boston 
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and Salem Public Libraries, to the great convenience of 
some of our borrowers. 

This library is also a distributing branch for the General 
Theological Library of Boston, from which we are privi- 
leged to draw books for the use of our local clergymen. 

In the reading room, American Inventor, Farming and 
Theosophical Review have been discontinued, the first two 
having stopped publication, and the last being no longer 
sent as a gift, and Village has been added to the list sub- 
scribed for. The total number of periodicals now received 
is eighty-three, of which sixty-seven are currently bound. 

The duties of the assistants have been satisfactorily per- 
formed and the co-operation of our janitor, Mr. McKeen, is 
entitled to and is accorded the fullest recognition. 

Statistics in the usual form are appended, with a list of 
periodicals on file in the Reading Room, and of donors of 
bound volumes.
